The ciiltivariou of iimshroonbs is really 
a matter (tf “ ancient history“ in France. 
The people are so fond of them and 
find tlu m so nutritiou< as well u.s profit­ 
able that very few Freuchnnn are so 
poor as to be obliged todo\sithout their 
lr(‘lovod vegetable. 
Notwithstiuiding the antiquity of the 
nubshroom it is, even in these day.s of 
enlightenment, a 
inystory. 
Nobody, 
save a few savants, knows much ub ut 
it, but everybody in France kinnvs that 
it can be made to grow in almost any 
quantity desired. 
The mu.shroom loves a jdace that is 
cool, damp and dark, and it is for this 
reas-'on that the mushrc»oin is almost in­ 
variably cultivât« d in .subterraman t s- 
cavations tiiroughout France. 
In the department of the Seine there 
are over 8,000 of thes«* caves, and in 
them live aliout 800 piople— “ cham- 
pignonists,’’ who raroly see the day­ 
light. 
The descent into these caves is 
In way ef rope ladders. 
of the most interi'sting sights 
arcnnd Paris is the .subterranean exca­ 
vations win re this vt g< table is rais«*d. 
Soma of the caves are nothing moi«? or 
loss than tunnels, while others are ex- 
Jiaustf'd stone quarries, quite a numbor 
of them extending under the street.s t f 
tlie city. 
These caveg have to be spe- 
(ia lly prepared for their growth, and 
^reat care and attention are given to 
tiioir keeping and jxTfect preservation. 
The temperature varies but little in 
summer, and only climatic iniluences, 
that is a very wet or very dry s(*ason, 
more than one of heat or cold, tends to 
afftTt the daily production of the b«>ds. 
As nearly as possible a tempt rature of 
42 degrees F. is maintained. 
It is 
also considered of great importance that 
tiie air currents move invariably in the 
same direction. 
This should be from 
north to south, and never mon* than 
slightly appreciable. 
The 
mushroom 
beds are jm'parvd by sprinkling a quan­ 
tity of dried and pulverized wild mush­ 
rooms over a layer of earth heavily (>n- 
riched: then, in alternate layers, the 
mushroom ptwder and earth are put to­ 
gether until a height of about three feet 
IS attained. In about three months from 
the tiini' the Ixti is prepared they begin 
to bear and w’hen once started continu­ 
ously brrng fortii large quantitie*s each 
day, regulated more or less according to 
the atmospliere of thecaveji.— Sun Fran­ 
cisco Cull.
